Baltimore Excursion halls into Town 
with Fighting Negroes Sheeting 
at Each Other. 
One Nit Three 
Times. 
Others Hurt. 


Two negroes were shot and several 
other* cu t in a fight which started as 
a large colored excursion pulled 
into 
O ettysbnrg scon after 
noon 
today. 
One of the negroes, Albert W ashington, 
has bullet wounds in bis arm , leg and 
hack. 
His assailant, who refuses to 
give bis name, 
bas a 
glance bullet 
wound over his 
eye 
while 
a third 
negro, Edward Dungew who was try ­ 
ing to act as peacemaker had to jump 
through a window in the car and was 
cu t about the hand. 
A ll threo men 
are in the county jail. 


The 
excursion brought cue of the 
most 
lawless crowds 
of 
Baltim ore 
negroes which has ever visited G ettys­ 
burg and on the way bete the officers 
on the train bad considerable trouble 
to keep them from fighting. 


As the train pulled into town short­ 
ly after noon W ashington jumped of! 
a car near W olf’* warehouse and five 
■hots were Ared after h im ,one striking 
him in the back, one in the 1%%

The man who did the shooting e v i­

A Story of Love, Romance and Mys­ 


tery Said to Be Back of Alleged 


$300,000 Sm uggling Scandal. 


New York, June 26.—With the seiz­ 
ure of $5000 worth of gems belonging 
to Mrs. Helen Dwelle Jenkins, the first 
open move in a campaign as sensa­ 
tional as it has been secret has been 
made by the United States customs 
officers. 
This seizure is only an earnest of 
what is to come, for Mrs. Jenkins has 
jewels valued at $300,000, which Col­ 
lector I/oeb’s men declare canto from 
Europe duty free. 
Back of this sweeping charge lies a 
story of love, romance and mystery 
which wottdld delight a Dumas. 
The sequel promises to be the ar­ 
rest of a multl-millonalre friend of 
Mrs. Jenkins and the airing of the 
whole web of adventure and secrecy 
In court. 
Assistant United States District At­ 
torney Wise, who compelled the Du- 
veens to disgorge more than a millhm 
dollars, has the case in charge for the 
government. That he will push it to 
the end no one doubts, for he is back­ 
ed up by declarations by Mr. Loeb’* 
men that not only the jewels, but valu­ 
able gowns, lingerie and hats were 
smuggled 
into the country by the 
same person who smuggled in the 
Jenkins 
diamonds, 
sapphires 
and 
pearls. 
The whole matter will be laid be­ 
fore the grand Jury In a few days. 
Mrs. Jenkins, the central figure In 
the matter, is the most unconcerned. 
At her tasnionahle $3000 apartment, 
not far from the Ansonia, she refused 
to discuss the case further than to 
say she was ignorant of any smug 
gling. 
Here in a nutshell is the story up to 
date, aud it is only made public be­ 
cause Mr. Loeb departed from 
his 
usual reticence to protect his own 
men who were charged by the men 
caught in the act of attempted black­ 
mail. 
Mrs. Jenkins first 
acquired noto­ 
riety in December, 1909, when she re­ 
ported the loss of $300,000 worth of 
jewels from her apartment in the lair- 
ralne, 
Fifth avenue and 
Forty fifth 
street. 
The police investigated, but decided 
it was no (ase for them, and after a 
series of moves and countermove*, as 
complicated as ingenuity could make 
them,

Who furnished the money to get 
them back? No one knows, and here 
the customs officials awoke to the fa d 
that $300,000 in jewels In the hands 
of a woman heretofore unknown to 
them was a subject for investigation 
They asked. “ Where did she get 
them?’’ And they found out in Eu- 
rope. They asked who bought them, 
and they found out In America. 
This Is the secret today. The name 
of the man who bought them. 
Mrs 
Jenkins is a beautiful woman, young 
and entertaining. 
She lives the life 
of a princess and spends money like 
a queen. 
Before she appeared in the New 
York horizon she came to Memphis 
from New Orleans with a jockey, hut 
left him to begin a life of more luxury 
than he could afford. She had met a 
hanker, and he, it Is said, was one of 
the admirers of her “house of many 
mirrors” outside Memphis. She was 
(ailed Helen Field or Fuld then. 
Suddenly she gave up her residence 
in Memphis sand appeared like a blaz­ 
ing star in Chicago, where she o< en 
pied a palatial home on Prairie ave 
nut*. 
Enter at this point the nameless 
multi millionaire, who Is now trem­ 
bling for fear of indictment and pros 
eeution. 
This was three years ago. After lav­ 
ishing $15o,0do in furnishings for the 
Chicago house, this man pined for a 
trip 
abroad, and accordingly went. 
Mrs. Jenkins was also a passenger, 
occupying a suite de luxe. 
The two toured the continent and 
the millionaire I/ought Jewels when 
Mrs. Jenkins said the word. 
Coming home with the two and all 
this valuable jewelry was a western 
fellow magnate. The two men. it Is ai 
leged, fixed up a plot to smuggle the 
diamonds In. 
The scheme succeeded, due partly 
to the high standing of the men. Helen 
Field went to the Lorraine, with her 
maids atid valet and engaged apart­ 
ments as Mrs. John W. Jenkins. The 
aged millionaire hurried to his west­ 
ern home. 
The western millionaire Is thus face 
to face with prosecution in spite of 
heroic attempts to get tits case laid 
aside and the lavish use of money to 
the same end.

NEWSPAPER STORY 
MAY SET MORSE FREE 


Contends He Is Illegally De­ 


tained at Atlanta. 


Atlanta, Ga., June 26. — That th# 
reading of 
a newspaper 
story led 
Charles VV. Morse to apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus in an effort to obtain 
his release from the federal prison 
here, developed In the hearing of the 
application before Judge Newman in 
the United States district court. 
Morse read that seven men convict­ 
ed and sentenced iii federal courts 
would not lie sent to the Atlanta 
prisou because they had not been sen­ 
tenced to “hard labor,” and because 
the act authorizing the construction of 
the prison in Atlanta specifically stat­ 
ed that it was to he a prison for 
felons. 
Morse determined that these facts 
fitted his own case, and when Presi­ 
dent Taft recently denied his applh a 
Bon for a pardon he immediately took 
steps to have filed a petition for a 
habeas corpus writ. The petition con­ 
tended that, as Morse was convicted 
on a misdemeanor charge, he cannot 
be incarcerated lawfully in a prison 
erected solely for felons, and that the 
fifteen-year sentence is excessive to 
that the law limits the sentence to 
ten years on any one count of the of­ 
fense ( barged against him.

Reciprocity Struggle to End lo 
General Tariff Debate.

W ashington, June 26. — The Root 
am endm ent to the wood pulp and pa­ 
per schedule of the Canadian reciproc­ 
ity bill, which the adm inistration has 
been fighting aa fatal to the agree­ 
ment, undoubtedly will be defeated 
before the senate adjourns today, the 
Democrats and many of the Republi­ 
cans 
who 
favor reciprocity having 
openly opposed the amendment. 
With this amendment, on which the 
reciprocity struggle for some time has 
centered, out of the way, the tariff 
debate will assum e a wider scope. The 
wool tariff and the free list bills, as 
the Democratic house passed them, 
do not in their exact term s meet the 
approval of the Democratic forces in 
the senate nor that of the Republican 
insurgents, but they form the basis 
for the fight that is to bring Canadian 
reciprocity and the whole tariff ques­ 
tion into the open for a protracted 
debate. 
The extent to which the insurgent 
Republican senators will be inclined 
to go Is expected to be made clear 
during the tariff discussion this week. 
Bo far only indefinitely outlining their 
course, they have indicated that they 
favor all the valuable tariff reductions 
that they eau squeeze out of the sit­ 
uation. Borne of them have asserted 
their readiness to add to the reciproc­ 
ity bill any amendm ents they think 
susceptible of successfully threading 
the legislative and executive channels, 
even in the lace of the president s veto 
threat. 
There is a decided lack of Demo­ 
cratic support, however, for the pro­ 
posals that the Insurgents have hint­ 
ed at. 
Senator Bailey will fight for 
an amending of the Canadian agree­ 
ment to exempt from free trade the 
products of the farm, but while he 
will have some Democratic and much 
insurgent support for this plan, it is 
not expected to prevail. 
Senator IoxFollette is working on 
general am endm ents that he will offer 
to the reciprocity m easure and to the 
wool and free list bills. He is deter­ 
mined to lead a hard fight for a gen­ 
eral plan of revision of the more im­ 
portant schedules of the tariff law. 
His action and his amendments and 
argum ents are being awaited by many 
of the Insurgents, who do not care to 
open up a fight until they have had 
the opportunity of seeing what he pro­ 
poses and the effect his argum ents 
have. Meantime they are preparing 
for the fight, which promises to be 
confined principally to insurgents and 
a few Democrats. 
The direct election of senators will 
come tip again early in the week. The 
house has voted down the Bristow 
amendment, attached to the bill In the 
seuate, and has asked for a conference 
on the measure. The conference com­ 
m ittee of teh two houses is expected 
to be named within a day or two.

New York, June 26.—Because of hia 
election a* president of the Baptist 
World 
Alliance,

years, Rev. Dr. Robert S. MacArthur 
announced to hi* congregation that it 
will be necessary for him to be much 
absent from hi* church (Calvary). He 
will go soon to Russia to see the czar 
of the Russians. 
“The time has arrived." said the 
preacher, "when the czar must learn 
that this is the twentieth century, not 
the fifteenth, and when the voice of 
religious democracy must be heard 
even in Peterhof.” 
The pastor of Calvary church was 
unanimously elected to be the head 
of the World Alliance of Baptists for 
the next five years at the closing ses­ 
sion of 
the alliance 
convention in 
Philadelphia last Friday. He announc­ 
ed at his morning service that next 
Wednesday evening in Halvar> church 
thirty to forty Russian Baptist minis­ 
ters will be presented, and several of 
them are here under bail, only to be 
rearrested 
aud 
imprisoned the mo­ 
ment they return to Russia. One of 
them was suspended by his thum bs 
and flogged. 
Hi* wife wa* treated in 
the same way, and when cut down at 
last his wife dropped dead, while the 
man fainted. 
At the W hite House in W ashington 
these Russians are to be presented to 
President Taft.

Mexico City, June 26. — Francisco 
Madero lias issued another manifesto 
to the Mexican people, in which he 
says that the taxe* are to be distrib­ 
uted equally among the rich aud tire 
poor, but that while waiting to inaug 
urate the new laws he will r ail upon 
the governors and other oifk ials ot 
the states to see that small landhold­ 
ers and m erchants are taxed lightly, 
while the heavier burdens are put on 
the larger owners. 
Capitalists of foreign nativity are to 
receive absolute protection, hut Ma 
dero hopes that they will not attem pt 
as formerly to try to influence the 
governing authorities in any way to 
secure special privileges, as he says 
it will be useless. He assures the peo­ 
ple that justice will not he for the for­ 
tunate and privileged alone, with in­ 
justice for 
the ordinary citizen, as 
heretofore, hut the poorest worker will 
have the sam e rights a* the rich em 
ployer. 
He promises to investigate the do­ 
ings of the Diaz administration, aud 
that which is being done uot in ae 
cordance with the law will be rem 
edied and the guilty as far as possible 
will he punished. He recommends to 
the revolutionary soldiers that they 
treat the defeated rebel* as broth 
ers, for in the course of the whole 
war the federals sympathized with the 
Insurrection movement and believed 
that the trium ph of the Diaz govern 
ment would he a calamity for the 
country. 
Naturally, says Madero, the federal* 
had little interest in winning battles 
and the federal army was uot really 
defeated. 
Defeat came only to the 
dictators who were driving them. How 
was it possible, he asks, that the ted 
eral soldiers could 
win when they 
even preferred to die that Mexican 
people might regain their liberty. 
He hopes that the press will co­ 
operate with him frankly and sin­ 
cerely, but says that as a simple citi­ 
zen or president or as the occupant 
of any office into which he might 
come he will consider as friends oniyj 
that part of the press which criticises 
the faults that he commits and shows 
him his errors. He will look with aus- 
picion upon newspapers which approve 
his every act. 
He says that as a simple citizen of 
the country he has a right fo address 
the people 
As a candidate for presi­ 
dent it Ib his duty to show the people 
where he stands; as leader of a tri­ 
umphant revolution it is his duty to 
work diligently to see that the people 
receive all the benefits of the success­ 
ful revolution. 
The German government, through 
the local am bassador, has demanded 
that Mexico investigate carefully and 
Ax the responsibility for the death of 
a German of the name of Beitter. who 
was killed by Maderists In the state of 
Hidalgo. 
Madero has reiterated the statem ent 
that he has no present intention of 
bringing about 
the investigation of 
any business enterprise.

i think It would be very difficult for 
farm ers to organize aud work in a 
farmer*' party. 
In rurul district* farm ­ 
er* can now trave absolute coutrol over 
tile nomination o f men among them 
who would represent their interests. 
For many years a large majority of 
farmers have not attended caucuses or 


used their Influence in making nomina­ 
tions, and, while they quite generally 
get out and rote on election day, they 
have to vote for such candidate# as 
are on the tickets which they have not 
helped to make. 
There are many towns where the 
caucuses are attended by the moat lf 
norant, Irresponsible voter# of the com 
muntry. who are nontaxpayers 
and 
who have no Interest whatever in good 
government, yet who are under the 
control of h fe w often equally irrespon­ 
sible men who control their vote# for 
a few dollars and a few drinks in sa­ 
loons. 
It la through this element that 
nominations at caucuses are made. 
while farmers generally 
remain at 
home on election day and either vote 
the ticket or kick against It 
Notwithstanding these facts political 
conditions are Improving. 
Aa a nile, a 
better class of men are now seut to 
legislatures; a higher standard of poli­ 
tics Is demanded and is being adopted 
There is less of partisan Influence and 
more of consideration for the general 
good. 
The tariff Is no longer a politi­ 
cal issue. Democrats and Republican! 
divide upon It according to the special 
Interests that are influential in their 
districts. Agriculture Is more and more 
being recognized as the mainstay and 
the backbone of any (rermanent pros 
perity in our country, and congress 
and a number of states have made 
very liberal appropriations for the sup 
port of agriculture and agricultural ed 
ucation. and more might profitably be 
done In that direction 
We need more conservatism in legla 
lation. and when farmers used to tie 
selected more frequently aa represent 
atives in rural district# they were a 
conservative fore# and balance, espe 
dally In bolding In check efforts for 
corrupt legislation from cities 
There Is one difficulty confronting a 
firm ers’ (wrrty In the great growth of 
dtles 
lf population continues to In 
crease in cities the balance of power 
will in the future be in them and not 
In the country. 
Farmers will then b# dependent upon 
cities for such legislation as they may 
need 
The decline of rural population 
ta the weakness of a farm ers' party 
that would rise to a position of power 
and Influence 
Farmers may. bow

legislation by getting together before 
enncuso# and considering certain me«a 
urea which would benefit their Inter 
sets. which are equally the Interests of 
the general pattie both of the country 
and of those living In cities.

"In some places It m ay be found 
more eeonomicnl to have the stone 
•hlp|»ed Im fro m '<oine perm anent crush­ 
ing plant than to purchase a crushing 
outfit, and It is well to consider this 
feature carefully. 
It should also lie 
stated thnt. while the first cost of the 
road Is Important, the costs of future 
m aintenance must also he taken into 
account. 
It Is som etim es economical, 
even at a greater Initial cost, to Im* 
|s*rt stone from a distance lf thereby 
a more durable road luny be had than 
is |H>s*tble by the use of local stone.

OLD ENUMERATION 
WILL BE SUFFICIENT 


County Superintendent IL M ilton 
Kotb has received from State Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction 
N. C. 
Schaeffer the follow ing 
instructions 
as to the enum eration of school c h ild ­ 
ren, which w ill be of interest to the 
school boards: 


“ By the provision of the school code 
school boards 
shall, 
between April 
and Sep tem lier of each yBar, cause to 
he made by 
the attendance officer, 
teachers or other persons an enum era­ 
tion of the school 
children between 
six and sixteen years of age. 
As part 
of the tim e alloted to this 
work 
had 
elapsed before the code 
was signed, 
and as the enum eration was probably 
made by the assessors, 
school boards 
may, if they desire toavoid the expense 
of another enum eration and are satis­ 
fied 
w ith 
the enum eration already 
made by the assessors, use same en ro ll­ 
ment instead of m aking a 
new 
one 
However, superintendents should con­ 
fer w ith their boards at once and as* 
certain their wishes. 


“ In case the beards desire to make 
an 
enum eration ^themselves, superin­ 
tendents should learn from them the 
num ber of enrollm ent books they w ill 
need, each hcok 
having blank space 
for three hundred names. They should 
rej ort to this departm ent the aggregate 
number of hcoks needed; on receipt of 
such report, the num ber required w ill 
be shipped the superintendent for dis­ 
tribution to the several 
hoards 
that 
may desire them. 
It w ill tie neces­ 
sary to use the hooks 
prepared and 
printed to make the enum eration under 
the old 
la w : hence the 
necessary 
chang! * and err *ures should he made 
in th# e hcoks. ’’
